Something  Is  Happening  in  Business  and  Industry 

New  Haveners  made  160  thousand  more  local  telephone  calls,  and 
three  thousand  more  long  distance  calls,  in  1928  than  they  did  in 
1927.  They  ran  their  fountain  pens  across  117  million  dollars  more  of 
jbank  checks  than  they  had  the  preceding  year.  They  increased  their 
new  building  construction  by  over  a  million  dollars  (exclusive  of  the 
University),  loaded  twenty-five  hundred  more  freight  cars  and  bought  Mr.   Brodhead 

500  more  automobiles  than  in  the  previous  year.    New  Haven  was  a  f/"^'r'//  "^ 

busy   town   in    1928    and   it   expects   to   be   still   busier   in    1929    and 
thereafter. 

What  has  been  cited  as  true  of  New  Haven  is  even  more  true  of  other  cities  and  of 
the  country  as  a  whole.  Increases  in  population,  wealth,  in  transportation  facilities, 
goods  manufactured,  and  in  general  prosperity, — these  and  other  factors  indicate  the 
amazing  strides  which  business  and  industry  everywhere  are  making. 

New  Haven,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  rest  of  the  state  and  nation,  is  becoming 
a  place  where  young  men  and  women  must  hurry  if  they  want  to  keep  up,  and  hurry 
even  harder  if  they  want  to  get  ahead.

Commerce  Courses 

Accounting 

The  four-year  accounting  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Associ- 
ate in  Business  Administration  (A.B.A.)  has  been  carefully  outlined 
to  provide  accounting  training  and  legal  knowledge  necessary  for 
those  who  wish  to  enter  commercial  work  or  to  secure  the  degree  of 
C.P.A.    The  following  accounting  courses  are  studied:

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Business  Administration 

The  course  in  Business   Administration   aims   to   provide   an   understanding   of   the 

rinciples  of  each  of  the  major  fields  of  business.    It   includes  a  study  of  such  widely 

i  jparated    business    processes    as    Accounting,    Finance,    Production,    and    Marketing.     A 

complete  list  of  the  subjects  offered  will  be  found  in  the  College  catalog.    The  degree 

f  A.B.A.  is  conferred  upon  the  completion  of  this  course. 

Students  not  wishing  to  enroll  for  either  of  the  four-year  courses  may  select  shorter

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*HE  Faculty 

The  faculty  under  which  New  Haven  College  students  have  the  opportunity 
I  study  and  work  is  unusually  able  and  experienced.  Instructors  are  selected  with  two 
;  ajor  considerations  in  mind:  they  must  have  technical  knowledge;  they  must  have 
i  aching  ability  and  experience.  The  College  is  thus  able  to  assure  the  student  that 
I  swill  get  the  best  of  instruction  in  the  classes  and  laboratories. 

I  The  Commerce  Department  draws  its  accounting  instructors  from  successful 
I'acticing  accountants  in  both  public  and  commercial  fields,  its  law  instructors  from 
iie  Yale  Law  School  faculty,  and  its  other  instructors  from  Yale  and  from  active  busi- 
I  iss  and  professional  life. 

The  faculty  of  the  Engineering  Department  consists  largely  of  instructors  in  the 
heffield  Scientific  School  of  Yale  and  of  successful  engineers  in  the  New  Haven 
I  dustries. 

The  majority  of  the  faculty  members  have  been  teaching  on  the  College  staflf 
;  r  periods  of  from  one  to  eight  years. 
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Cooperation  of  Yale 

Not  the  least  of  the  many  advantages  offered  by  New  Haven  College  is  the 
opportunity  to  study  in  the  buildings  and  laboratories  of  Yale  University.  Six  buildings 
— commodious  and  well-equipped — are  used  by  the  College:  Winchester  Hall,  North 
Sheffield  Hall,  Dunham  Electrical  Laboratory,  Sterling  Chemistry  Laboratory,  Ham- 
mond Metallurgical  Laboratory,  and  Engineering  Mechanics  Hall.  One  or  more  well- 
lighted  rooms  in  Winchester  Hall  will  be  available  to  students  for  study  purposes  be- 
tween 6:3  0  P.  M.  and  10  P.  M.  on  five  evenings  of  each  week. 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  Yale  instructors 
serve  on  the  College  faculty.  In  these  and  in  other  ways,  Yale  has  aided  the  College  in 
a  spirit  of  generous  cooperation. 

These  remarkable  benefits,  the  College  passes  on  to  its  students.  Any  person  in- 
terested in  Commerce  or  Engineering  edvication  is  invited  to  make  full  use  of  every 
facility  available  at  New  Haven  College.

Smokers,  dances,  and  banquets  are  held  from  time  to  time  throughout  the 
I  ar.  The  New  Haven  College  News  is  a  monthly  paper  published  by  the  Commerce 
nd  Engineering  Departments  in  the  interests  of  student  activities  and  school  spirit. 
I  onthly  assemblies  are  planned  and  prominent  speakers  secured  by  the  College  in  co- 
I  leration  with  the  Student  Council  assembly  committee. 
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Phe  Preparatory  School 

The  courses  in  Commerce  and  Engineering  are  of  college  grade.
